'*It's  too  inconvenient  having  to  drop  everyone  off 
at  home  in  a  car  pool."  Yes,  it  can  be  inconvenient, 
especially  when  riders  in  the  car  pool  do  not  live 
close  to  one  another.  Some  car  pools  solve  this 
problem  by  meeting  at  a  *'park  and  ride  spot." 
This  is  simply  a  place  where  they  begin  their  ride 
share  to  work  together.  You  may  find  a  church  lot 
or  similar  parking  space  a  good  place  to  meet.

A  good  place  to  begin  is  by  asking  co-workers  or 
neighbors  if  they  want  to  share  the  benefits  of 
ride  sharing  with  you. 


Another  hint  is  to  keep  the  car  pool  process  sim- 
ple by  changing  drivers  weekly  or  monthly.  Stick 
with  it  and  soon  everyone  will  begin  seeing  a  real 
payoff  in  sharing  a  ride  to  work.

Car  pooling  is  not  the  only  way  to  go  to  work. 
Some  drivers  may  be  interested  in  forming  a  van 
pool  for  long  commuting  trips.  Vans  offer  all  the 
riding  comforts  you  expect  and  the  large  carrying 
capacity  can  make  van  pool  costs  very  low.  Non- 
profit van  pools  are  not  regulated  by  the  state.  If 
you  have  a  question  about  van  pool  regulations, 
write  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Highway 
Building,  Helena,  MT  59624,  or  call  444-6 199. 


In  addition,  don't  forget  to  look  into  your  local 
city  transit  system.  Some  transit  systems  in  Mon- 
tana offer  a  lot  of  convenience,  such  as  home 
pickup,  at  an  affordable  price. 


Ride  sharing  to  work  is  not  only  for  big  city  folks 
who  want  to  avoid  parking  problems,  hectic  driv- 
ing conditions  and  the  costs  of  long  commuting 
distances.  Montanans  will  find  ride  sharing  just 
as  attractive. 


Ride  sharing  makes  good  ^'cents'*  for  everyone.
